But this, and ſuch- like Texts, are not ſuf- 
ficient to prove the Unlawfulneſs of War 
in general; for the Occafion of a Thing 
may be bad, and yet the Thing itſelf 
may be innocent and 'blameleſs. For 
the Occaſion of all thoſe good Laws, 
which are made in every Nation for 
the Preſervation of Men's Rights and 
Properties (the Occaſion, I ſay, of all 
theſe Laws) is bad; for if there were 
no. Violence and Injuſtice among Men, 
avis would be no Need of any Laws to 
__ punyſh theſe Crimes; but nevertheleſs (as 
the World now is fall of Violence and 
Inj uſtice) theſe penal | Laws are good, be- | 
caule ablolutely neceflary for the Preſer- 
vation of Peace and Juſtice among Men; ps 
and without ſuch Laws there would bes 
no 8 in ne World. 
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„Aud ſo likewiſe here: The Cauſes of 
Wars and Fightings among Men may be 
bad, and yet Mur itſelf may be in many 
Caſes lawful and laudable; and tho' they, 
who do wrong to their Neighbours, or 
plunder, ravage, and inſult them without 
Reaſon, are guilty of a great Fault, and 
are anſwerable for all the Blood ſned in 
that War, which is occaſioned by their 
Inſolence, Avarice or Cruelty; yet they, 
on the other Side, whoſe only Deſign it 
is to preſerve and maintain their own 
Rights and Liberties againſt unjuſt Inva- 
Joon of them, may deſerve no Blame. 

And I ſay, that conſidering how fre- 
_ quently ſuch 7 and neceſſary Occaſions 
have happened in all Nations, and in all 
Ages of the World, it can't be ſuppos'd, 
but that, if all War and Fighting bet feen
